In ask ing for the ap p ointm ent of re­ 
ceivers, the petitioners said that the 
Great W estern owes $10,653,413.71 now

due or falling due within the nex t four 
years, of which notes to the amount 
of $545,000 have gone to protest. The 
sum, ex ceeding $1 0 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 , it was d e-, 
clared, is p art of $19,000,000 sp ent by 
the Great W estern in the last ten j 
years and for the most p art in the last 
five years, in rebuilding the road. New 
steel has been laid, double track s have 
been built, grades have been reduced 
and new bridges and term inals have 
been constructed. 
There was due last 
m onth notes to the amount of $250,000 
and there will be due during the rest 
of January notes aggregating $1,415,- 
000. 
The total am ount of obligations 
due during 1908 is $3,342,545.45. 
The p etitioners said that the Great 
W estern, which is an Illinois corp ora­ 
tion, owns in fee without mortgage, 
lines of railroad in Illinois, Iowa, Min­ 
nesota, Kansas and Missouri. 
It also 
owns a term inal lease of a line from 


8 t. Paul to Minneapolis. 
In addition, 
the G reat W estern owns all the stock 
of and op erates the Mason City & Ft. 
Dodge railroad, a line about 400 miles ! 
long. 
This line is m ortgaged for $12,~ 
000,000, 62 per cent of its cost. 
The 
G reat W estern also owns stock under 
sim ilar conditions of the Wisconsin. 
Minnesota & Pacific, which is bonded 
to the ex tent of $5,811,000. 
The Great 
W estern also owns the stock of the 
DeKalb & Great W estern, capitalized 
at $100,000. 
It was pointed out that 
under the lawrs of the states in which 
the Great W estern op erates, creditors 
m ight secure an attachm ent on its 
p rop erty, thus wreck ing the road and 
p reventing it from fulfilling its obliga­ 
tions to the public.

Frank fort, Ky., Jan. 9.—The first 
m essage of Governor A. E. Willson to 
the general assembly was received 
with close attention in both houses. 
In addition to recommendations cov­ 
ering the reforms to which he pledged 
himself during the campaign, a large 
p art of the document is devoted to 
a stirring recital of the lawlessness 
which has developed in the tobacco 
war accompanied by a vigorous de- 
j nunciation of the m alefactors and two 
■ specific recommendations having for 


1 their object the break ing up of the 


j troubles. 
The governor opens his m essage by 
a reference to the general prosperity 
of the commonwealth and the observ- 


1 ance of public order, with one ex cep­ 
tion. 
To that ex ception—the night 
rider 
outrages— the 
message 
gives 
greater space than any other topic. 
After recounting the various ^outrages 
the governor sum s up as follows: 
“In 
the m eantim e not a benefit has result­ 
ed to the oppressed fanners from 
those acts of violence and intim ida­ 
tion. 
Even those wrho were members 
of the association have had their p ros­ 
perity tied up and liberty, in places, 
threatened by these bands, is an idle 
theory and farce. Factories and ware­ 
houses which the farm ers warmly wel­ 
comed have been burned and many 
others closed forever. 
“Our tobacco m ark et is nearly de­ 
stroyed. 
Large, customers are being 
taught tha t it is safer and better to 
buy elsewrhere; 
large crops remain 
unsold; 
m anagers 
wrho 
have 
been 
: promised large prices for pooled crops 
above the m ark et price, have seen the 
buyers driven from the field, and no 
, one can tell when the end will come, 
hut everyone can see that the result 
up to this time is that our mark ets, 
not only for tobacco, but for other 
products, are paralyzed, and in many 
cases ruined; that in large districts 
the law’ has been w7holly overthrown 
and the poor people who have 
110 one 
to tak e care of them, are deprived of 
the protection of the people’s laws, 


1 and have lost their liberty and are 
helpless; 
that 
the price of nearly 
every acre of good land in Kentuck y 
has gone down; that thousands of peo­ 
ple wish to move out of Kentuck y to 
states w’here they hope that it is safer 
to live, and the very flower of our 
work ing population wishes to leave 
the state, as thousands have done be­ 
fore; that it has been necessary, in 
order to allay the fears of frightened 
people, even in a large city lik e Hop- 
1 k insville, to k eep a com nan y of mil­ 
itia on duty at great ex pense and with 
great hardship on the young men who ■ 
are tak en from their ordinary business 
and work ; that lawless and unp rinci­ 
pled men have been constantly ready 
to break out in several counties, un­ 
restrained by law or public sentim ent, 
and that the people of Kentuck y are 
brought suddenly and squarely to face 
the question, whether the laws of 
more than two millions or the violence 
of h few 7 hundreds shall prevail. 
“There can be no doubt of the final 
result. 
Our people desire the full pro­ 
tection of the law 
7 and love their lib­ 
erty, and feel that they had better lose 
not only p art of the value of their to­ 
bacco but even their farms, rather 
than lose their liberties. 
“The only question left is w hether 
this shall be soon or long delayed; 
w hether it shall be at once to p revent 
further injury, or whether, continuing 
for months, it shall practically destroy 
the business and the p rop erty values 
of the w7hole people and decimate our 
population by removals to other states. 
“The ex ecutive will faithfully up ­ 
hold the law, but it is the people’s law 
7 
and its strength is in the sup p ort of 
the people for their own laws.” 
The message recommends the p as­ 
sage of a uniform local option law 
with the county as the unit. 
It also 
recommends im p ortant changes in the 
law’s governing registration and elec­ 
tions;

complete change 
from the p resent method of m anaging 
state charities and penal institutions, 
nonp artisan boards being recommend­ 
ed, and declares for a law 7 compelling 
publicity for campaign contributions.

At the instance of the Postal Progress 
leagu e a bill will be introdu ced in con­ 
gress at an early date for the consoli­ 
dation of the first, third and fou rth 
classes of mail matter with a common 
rate of 1 cent for each two ou nces or 
fraction 
Post. 
The idea represented in this bill will 
constitu te the principal point of the 
leagu e’s programme for the coming 
year. 
It is hardly to be expected that 
so radical a move will receive the sanc­ 
tion of legislative enactment, bu t that 
prospect does not deter the association 
from fu rthering a reform the accept* 
anee of which it considers to be only 
a qu estion of time. 
In a statement issu ed by the leagu e 
explaining this move the reasonable­ 
ness and feasibility of the demands are 
set forth and its timeliness Is empha­ 
sized. 
The prevailing depression in 
bu siness, according to the leagu e, mu st 
lead to an irresistible demand for rea­ 
sonable postal legislation that will re­ 
du ce bu siness excu ses and widen 
bu siness opportu nities. 
Ou r domestic letter revenu es for the 
past year amou nted to abou t $ 100,000,- 
000. 
Redu cing the rate from 2 cents 
per ou nce to 
1 cent for two ou nces 
wou ld 
therefore, 
according to 
the 
leagu e, save the pu blic abou t $80,000,- 
000 a year In postage, and this saving 
"wou ld grow as bu siness Increased. 
There might be a slight redu ction in 
revenu es for a year or two, bu t ex­ 
perience teaches that the postal income 
wou ld soon be larger than ever. Iu the 
present case, moreover, any possible 
redu ction 
in 
the 
general 
revenu es 
wou ld be fu lly met by the increased 
ru ral income that wou ld follow 
7 the es­ 
tablishment of the cheap ru ral post. 
The first notable redu ction In the 
letter rates of this cou ntry occu rred in 
1845, when the previou sly exorbitant 
rates were redu ced to 5 cents per half 
ou nce u p to 300 miles and 10 cents for 
greater distances. 
The effect of this 
reform in the revenu e was to bring 
abou t a temporary redu ction, bu t by 
1848 the figu res of 1845 had been su r­ 
passed. 
Iu 1851 the rates were again redu ced 
to 3 cents per half ou nce u p to 3,000 
miles and G cents for greater distances, j 
Again the revenu e showed a temporary j 
slu mp, bu t by 1855 the previou s figu res 
were again su rpassed. The act of 1803 | 
mak ing the three cent half ou nce rate 
of 1851 the u niform rate for all dis­ 
tances was followed by a steady in- I 
crease of postal income. 
Du ring the 
interval 1883-1885 the letter rates were 
redu ced from 3 cents per half ou nce j 
to 2 cents per ou nce, and the pu blish« 
ers and newsdealers’ rates on maga- 
j 
zincs and newspapers were cu t from 
1 to 2 cents per pou nd. 
Again there 
was a slight temporary falling off in 
revenu e from $45,500,000 in 1883, bu t 
by 1887 it bad reached $48,800,000 and 
by 1800 $00,800,000. 
Iu 1900 it was 
$102,000,000. The postal deficiency for 
.1888 was less than for any year du r­ 
ing the period from 18G7 to 1870. 
As a resu lt of the 33 1-3 per cent 
redu ction of the letter rate In 1883 the 
postal revenu es fell off less than 7 per 
cent in The two su cceeding years, and 
the 100 per cent increase of the letter 
u nit—from a half ou nce to an ou nce— 
in 1885 was accompanied by an Im­ 
mediate Increase in the revenu es which 
in 1887 were 7 per cent, in 1890 33 1-3 
per cent and In 1900 100 per cent high­ 
er than in 1883, the year of the letter 
rate redu ction. 
The rapid increase in ou r popu lation, 
which contribu ted largely to the in­ 
creased u se of the mails and the con­ 
sequ ent increase of income that qu ick ­ 
ly followed the redu ced rates of 1845, 
1851 and 1883, will prove a yet more 
potent factor in increasing ou r postal 
income u nder the proposed redu ction 
of rates, for ou r popu lation is growing 
more rapidly today than ever before. 
If the ratio of increase of the last sev­ 
en years continu es, the growth of ou r 
popu lation du ring the decade liXMMO 
will be over 17,000,000, or 33 1-3 per 
cent more than In any previou s decade. 
The immigration of each of the last 
three years—over 
1,000,000 a year—has 
been dou ble that of any of the seven 
years following the postal redu ction in 
rates of 1883. 
The experience of England as to the 
effect of bringing her letter service 
within the u se of the common people 
has been precisely the same as ou rs. 
The redu ction from the distance sys­ 
tem of postage with rates 
8 cents per 
half ou nce u p to fifteen miles or 24 
cents for the greatest distance to the 
u niform 2 cents half ou nce rate of 1839 
was followed by a slight falling off in 
revenu es at first, bu t the letter post in­ 
come qu ick ly su rpassed that of the old 
regime, and it continu ed to advance 


It wTou ld be a great boon to ou r char­ 
itable institu tions. There wou ld be an 
enormou s increase in local traffic, on 
which there wou ld be a profit of fu lly 
75 per cent. 
“Previou s to 1891 the pieces of mail 
matter handled in ou r free city de­ 
livery services wrere carefu lly cou nted, 
and the cost of the service was fou nd 
to be less than one-qu arter of a cent 
apiece..

Ru nning u p the leg of each electric 
boot are wires connecting with safety 
electrodes. The wires ru n throu gh the 
sole of the shoe to the battery. 
Pressu re of a bu tton at the top of 
each boot starts the cu rrent, and in a 
few minu tes a genial warmth pervades 
all that part of the anatomy incased in 
the device. No matter how 
7 w intry the 
weather, the electric boot k eeps foot 
and leg warm, yet not iu a way dan­ 
gerou s to health. 
Moreover, the de­ 
gree of warmth can be regu lated by 
increasing or decreasing the su pply of 
electricity. 
It is one of those devices 
so simple that everybody says, “How 
strange nobody ever thou ght of it be­ 
fore’.” The best of the boot is that, u u - 
lik e a foot warmer of any of the old 
patterns, it does not necessitate k eep­ 
ing the leg in one position. 
As the 
foot is moved the heat su pply moves 
with it.

reject the figu res of the weather bu ­ 
reau du ring particu larly hot or cold 
seasons becau se its thermometers are 
placed on high, breezy bu ildings or 
protected from the biting blizzards of 
the street levels. Thermometers of u n­ 
certain scientific valu e which are af­ 
fected by soda fou ntain sales at dru g 
stores au d other bu siness places have 
been readily tak en as the criterion of 
heat and cold, with the resu lt that the 
masses do not realize the valu e of ac­ 
cu rate figu res and# have to get their 
ideas of temperatu re throu gh u nrelia­ 
ble sou rces. 
In order that this may be obviated 
as mu ch as possible the weather bu ­ 
reau will erect small k iosk s. In w hich 
the best thermometers, both stationary 
au d recording, will be protected from 
the su n’s rays and exposed to the pu b­ 
lic. There will also be constantly ou 
exhibition 
a 
standard 
barometer, 
which will enable people to possess an 
intelligent idea of atmospheric condi­ 
tions for themselves. Besides these in­ 
stru ments, weather maps and su ch 
data as are of popu lar information will 
lie displayed on the sides of the booths 
and will be k ept u p to the minu te by 
boys ou bicycles. 
The booths, or boxes, will be bu ilt so 
as not to exceed two feet squ are and 
six or eight feet high and with a view 
to mak ing them as sightly and as deco­ 
rative as possible. They will l>e made 
to conform as mu ch as possible to the 
su rrou ndings with the idea of mak ing 
them as familiar articles to the pu blic 
as the mail boxes or fire alarm sta­ 
tions. 
The w7eather bu reau has a general 
appropriation w7hich will cover the ex­ 
pense of establishing a limited nu mber 
of these k iosk s, which, according to the 
present 
plans, 
will 
be distribu ted 
among the larger cities and iu those 
districts where su ch iu strmoeu ts are 
lik ely to be most appreciated. In order 
that ample protection may be-afforded 
the delicate au d expensive instru ments 
they will be combined w ith the letter 
boxes, so that the same police regu la­ 
tions which govern the United States 
mails will restrict any inju ry or dis­ 
figu rement of the booths or instru ­ 
ments. It is expected that after the 
booths have been established law’s will 
be enacted which will insu re fu rther 
protection to the property. 
If the plan is greeted with the popu ­ 
lar interest which is expected, it is 
probable that the weather k iosk s will 
be established all over the United 
States.
